PARNELLISM AND CRIME. 


THE PLAINTIFF'S CASE CONCLUDED IN THE 
O’DONNELL-““TIMES” LIBEL sur. 


Slight Interest Excited by the Sensational 
Trial—Editor Luocy’s Examination—King 
Milan Appliesfor a Judicial Separation 
from Queen Natalie—Emperor William 
to Propose a Decrease of Armament By 
the European Powers—Foreign News. 


Special Cab! to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, July S The opening proceedings 
of the sensational trial of O'Donnell ys. the 
Times for £50,000 damages for libel has exolted 
comparatively slight interest. The crowd 
seeking admission to the court, however, was 
very great, many hundreds being turned 
away. The proprietors of the Times had taken 
extraordinary measures for their defense, 
and not only secured awhole bench of the 
ablest counsel at the bar, but had actually 
given a retaining fee to ex-Attorney-General 
Sir Charles Russell, merely in order that 
he might not be secured by the other 


side. The number of witnesses is 80 
large that the Times engaged all of 
a large hotel in Holborn, called the 


Inns of Court Hotel, where the witnesses re- 
side until wanted to give evidence. The pro- 
prietor of the Times, Mr. Walter, was notin 
court, but Editor Buckle, a good-looking 
young man of athletic appearance, occupied 
a seat behind his counsel, Many Irish mem- 
bers of Parliament were in tho court and lob- 
bies, Parnell looking in during the examina- 
tion of Lucy, chief of the parliamentary staff 
of the Daily News and editor of that paper 
from the beginning of 1886 to the summer of 
1887; also well known as ‘‘Toby’’ in Punch. 
Parnell listened with evident interest to 
the legal discussion as to whether the 
opinions of public men in Parliament respect- 
ing the Irish Parliamentary party could be 
submitted as evidence, a point which the Chief 
Justice decided in the negative. If this ruling 
is persevered in, it will greatly curtail the 
evidence for the Times. In any case,the trial is 
likely to last two or three weeks. Special in- 
terest will attach to the evidence of Parnell, 
who will be examined respecting the famous 
letter purporting to be signed by him hinting 
of his approval of the Ph@enix Park murders, 
as published by the Times. It will be remem- 
bered that this letter was not alleged to 
be in Parnell's handwriting, neither was 
it in the handwriting of any person ever 
employed by him as private secretary. Et. 
forts will be made in behalf of O'Donnell to 
compel the Times to disclose the history of 
this document. Mr. Ruegg, although op- 
posed to so much forensic talent, conducted 
the case with skill and contrived to worst his 
opponents at the first point of law raised. He 
had the assistance of Arthur O’Conner, the 
Nationalist member who, although not 
briefed, sat beside Ruegg in his Darrister’s wig 
and gown. O’Conner has the reputation in 
Farllament of being a sound lawyer. The 
plaintiff, O’Donnell, retired from Parliament 
in 1885 on account of a disagreement with his 
Nationalist colleagues. He is a tall, military- 
looking man, with heavy mustache, and 
wears an eye-glass in his left eye. He has al- 
ways been noted asavigorous and offective 
platform orator.

THE O’DONNELL-TIMES SUIT. 

LONDON, July 8.—On the resumption to-day 
of the trial of the libel suit of Frank Hugh 
O’Donnell against the 7imes Mr. Lucy of the 
Daily News was turther cross-examined with a 
view to showing that Mr. O’Donnell and Mr. 
Parnell were chiefs of the Irish party when 
Mr. Gladstone denounced the League. The 
attendance in the court-room was smaller 
than yesterday. Col. Saunderson, the leader 
of the Irish Tories in the House of Commons, 
was among the spectators. 

THE PLAINTIFF'S SIDE CLOSED. 

Counsel called Mr. Joseph Cowen, formerly 
member of Parliament for Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
for the purpose of obtaining certain evidence, 
but the Lord Chief Justice refused to allow its 
introduction. Mr. Burt, Member of Parlia- 
ment for Morpeth, gave testimony and then 
the case for the plaintiff was closed. Attorney- 
General Webster opened for the defense. 
He animadverted upon the non-appearance 
of Mr. O’Donnell and prominent mem- 
ders of the League in the witness-box, and 
declared that the Tunes articles on ‘‘Parnell- 
ism and Crime’’ referred to the whole League 
and not to Mr. O’Donnell personally. Mr. 
Webster began his speech by taunting Mr. 
Ruegg, plaintiff's counsel, with failing to 
prove his client’s case. He intended to prove 
the Times case. Mr. O'Donnell, he said, was 
formerly the editor and controller of United 
Ireland of Dublin and he did not dare to go 
into the witness box because of the fear of 
being questioned concerning incidents dam- 
aging to the League. 

MR. WEBSTER’S ASSERTIONS. 

Mr. Webster said that seven persons were 
murdered between January, 1880, and March, 
1882, who had been guilty of no crime ex- 
cept ‘of offending the League. When 
these murders were mentioned iu 
Parliament the Irish members neither made 
an explanation nor repudiated them. He 
would prove that remittances were made to 
the league from America by men of the worst 
possible character. Heasked where the books 
of the League were, and expressed the belief 
that they had been removed to «Paris. 
If the acts of the League bad 
been lawful, he said, the books 
would have been produced. The Attorney- 
General then read extracts from speeches 
made by members of the League, which ad- 
vocated boycotting and violence. Some- 
times, said Mr. Webster, murder followed 
these speeches. He said that Amer 
can money supported the Leaguers. Mr. 
Parnell had especially crossed the Atlantic to 
collect funds. Mr. Parnell entering the court 
at thie moment heard the Attorney-General’s 
allusions to him. The court adjourned. 

THE SUBMARINE CABLES. 

The English and French Governments have 
agreed to work jointly on and after January 1, 
1889, the submarine cables between France 
and England. The tariff will be 20 centimes a 
word. Adirectcable between Liverpool and 
Havre will be established under the arrange- 


ment.

READING, Pa., July 3.—The loss caused by 
the almost total destruction of the plant of tne 
Reading Hardware-works last night is larger 
than at first supposed.

estimated their loss to-day at about $475,000 
of which $175,000 is on the buildings, $175, 000 on 
material, machinery and tools and $125, 000 on 
finished and unfinished stock. The theory 
that the fire was caused by firecrackers thrown 
by boys from the street intoan inflammable 
material in the buildings, is very generally 
accepted as the correct one. The insurance 
amounts to $208,000. The firm will rebuild at 
once.

AGAINST ITS AWARD. 


A Queer Set of Bids, Which Will Be Found 
to Look More Queer the More They Affe 
Read—How John J. Daly Manages to 
Secure the Contract on a Bid Which Is 
Really Higher Than Any Competitor— 
Dime Bids for 610 Articles—Mr. Daily 
Explains His System—Talks With Com- 
petitors. 


On Saturday Michuel K. McGrath, Secretary 
of State, sitting as the only member of the 
State Supplies Commission present in Jeffer- 
son City, opened four proposals submitted 
under an advertisement dated June 2, which 
cailed for bids for furnishing printing paper 
and stationery tothe State of Missouri. The 
prologue to the advertisement was as follows: 

Bealed posals will be received by the 
Commissioners of Public Printing at the office 
of the Secretary of State of Missouri, until 12 
o’clock m., on Saturday, June 30, 18388, for 
furnishing the following specified quantity of 

for the State printing, and for furnish- 
the cogs articles of stationery for 
both branches of the General — & dju- 
tant-General’s office and for each and all of 
the Executive Departments, and so much 
more of like quality of papas ane articles of 
stationery, at the same „ as may be re- 
quired for said purpose and ordered by said 
commissioners, for the term of one year, from 
and after the Ist day of July, 1888. 

The C issioner# of Public Printing are 
M. K. McGrath, John Walker, who is State 
Auditor, and Robert McCulloch, Register of 
Lands. The law requires that the bids shall 
be opened by at least two of the Commission- 
ers. Mr. McGrath being the only member 
present, the opening was not delayed. The 
bidders were John J. Daly of St. Louis, R. & 
T. A. Ennis, St. Louis; August Gast Litho- 
graphing Co., St. Louis and New York, and a 
printer, Monerig of Jefferson City.

COLLECTOR SEXTON QUESTIONS THE CALM- 
NESS OF THE ANTI-LIQUOR MEN,

Saying That He Understands the Duties of 
His Office, and That the Local Opticnists

COLLECTOR BEXTON EXPLAINS. 

To a POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
he said: 

„To begin with, these people don’t know 
what they are talking about. Now I hold my- 
self to be quite as much of a temperance man 
In — way as are these men who would run 
municipal matters to suit themselves, but I 
am also Collector, and I fancy 1 have some 
conception of the duties of the office. 
At any rate, I intend to proceed 
on that basis and discharge my duties after 
the manner that seems to me most conducive 
to the interests ofthe city and to the collec- 
tion ofthe revenue. In other words, I pro- 
pose to run the Collector's office myself, 
and believe I can show. just where 
the critics are at fault. As I said 
before, they don’t know what they are 
talking about. If they did, they would be 
aware that in this matter of GA Off the 
payment of licenses the merchants of the city 
are much more derelict than the saloon men. 
It was already a time-honored custom when I 
entered this office that a business 
man should not be hounded for 
his license, but allowed a little margin, 
and if this were not the case many reputable 
merchants would be seriously inconvenienced 
without the city — any better off for its 
harsh course. After all, the 2 finds its 
way to the municipal treasury in due course 


of time, so who is injured by the de- 
lay? Not the city; it does not 
ask impossibilities. Certainly not, for ex- 


ample, the thirty-two merchbante who were 
delinquents last year long after they had been 
notified in significant red ink to step forward 
and pay. ow, as Collector, am I to dis- 
tinguish between merchants and saloon men 
to the detriment of the latter, or am 
Ito continue as Ihave always done, without 
prejudice to any one?

AMATEUR COACHES, 


4 YALE OARSMAN GIVES HIS OPINION OF 
THEIR VALUE AS TRAINERS. 


Why Yale Won the Last Intercollegiate Con- 
test Disastrous Consequences of Employ- 
ing Professionalsto Train College Crews 
—Difference Between Past and Present 
Professional Oarsmanship—A_ Single 
Sculler Useless as Trainer of an Ejight- 
Oared Crew—Why College Crews Should 
Be Trained by College Men—Different 
Branches of Aquatics—Experience the 
Crucial Testin Both. 


W. E. Fowler of New York, a member of the 
Yale crews of 1874, 1875 and 1876, who passed 
through the city to-day, said to a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter: The recent overwhelming 
victory of Tale over Harvard has pleased me 
very much, not only because it was 
a victory for my college, but also 
and principally because it sounds the death- 
knell of the worst curse that college oars- 
manship has ever known. I refer to the 
training of college crews by professionals. 
Although nominally under the charge of an 
amateur oarsman, the Harvard crew was 
really directed by a professional, while Yale 
was trained by R. J. Cook, probably. the best 
light-oar coach in America, and who taught 
me how to row. 

PROFESSIONAL TRAINERS. 

In my time amateur training was first intro- 
duced and its good effects were at once ap- 
parent. This system was afterwards aban- 
doned, und famous professionals engaged, 
the results being imvariablg disastrous. 
Sinee Cook has had entire charge of the crew 
its suecess has been unbroken, and after the 
lesson just taught at New London I believe 
that the professionals will be let severely 
alone, which will certainly add greatly to the 
excelience of the crews. 

do not at all mean to say, continued 
Mr. Fower, that college oarsmen are, man 
for man, equal to professionals. They are not 
as everyone acquainted with the state of af- 
fairs knows, but as trainers some of them are 
tar superior. In the old days, when four- 
oared professional races were common, mat- 
ters were different, but to-day nearly every 
Qarsman of repute has won his fameas a 
sculler, not one in ten of them have ever 

ulled a single oar, and not one in a hundred 

ave ever sat in an eight-oar, let alone rowed 
In a race. Their experience in even four- 
oared races is limited, and such as itis, is 
most misleading. They are accustomed to 
row with their professional brethren, each of 
whom has hisown peculiar style, which itis 
impossible for him to unlearn, 

CAUSES OF AMATEUR SUPERIORITY. 

„The consequence is that a professional 
8 underestimates the importance of 
orm, and still more greatly overestimates the 
difficulty of teaching it. Unlike profession- 
als, college oarsmen have no fixed style when 
they enter training, and can be made to row 
exactly allke. This isa fundamental princi- 
ple which no professional who ever had any 
experience has had the wisdom to 
recognize, and the consequence is that 
professionally trained crews are among the 
most irregular andr edlever sawina t. 

the system of training, advantageous 
enough for mature man, is not suited to boys 
with their bones not thorough hardened, 
and many breakdowns have resulted. But the 
great mistake is in supposing that because 
@ Wan can row Vv fast in a single scull he 
knows anything at all about an eight-oared 
race. It would be as reasonable to suppose 
that because a man understands a sailing ves- 
sel thoroughly he would make a goss com- 
mander for a great steamer. Sculling is 
one thing, and in this line profession- 
als make the best trainers ause of 
their ater experience. An eight-oar, how- 
ever, is quite another part of speech, and here 
a college man of two years’ experience knows 
more and is therefore a better trainer than 
99 per cent of the professionals who are utterly 
orant of this pense of aquatics.

The Biggest Rent Day on Record—Sales and 
Prices—Notes and Gossip. 


Just et this time of the month the collection 


real estate agents than anythine else, 


and in this connection tenants are 
sald never to have been more 
prompt in making payment. Referring to 
the matter of rents to-day Marcus A. Wolff 


said the collections of his office were greater 
5 than they had ever been in one day 
efore, a fact which lead him to conclude that 
the city was in a very prosperous condition 
with its people well supplied with money. 

In otner Offices the demand tor dwelling 
houses was commented upon as being exceed- 
ingly — forthe season while the list of 
vacant tenements is unusually small notwith- 
standing the fact thatthe ‘‘rentroli’’ ot nearly 
every house agent in the city has increase 
from 10 to Hper cent within the past year. It 
was unnecessary to go into details to sustain 
these sentiments coming from a class 
of men who could receive no direct 
benefit from — oh epacte the truth as 
such a course would have no effect upon their 
business. Furthermoie, it is well known to 
the intelligent public that the number of small 
and medium-sized dwellings and flats erected 
this year in the suburbs and in every section of 
the residence portion of the city has never been 
exceeded. Last year there were probably 
more costly residences finished and com- 
menced than fora long time previous, but up 

the present time, from the open- 
ing of the building season, mechanics have 
been engaged very much more than heretofore 
inthe construction of large and ~ towering 
down-town commercial structures, and what 
may be termed a cheap class of 1 
as compared with houses that cost only 
from $10,000 to $25,000 each, 

Very few of this cheaper grade of improve- 
ments are designed in architectural offices. 
Generally speaking they are from four to six- 
room brick stryctures designed and con- 
structed by building mechanics.

Investigating the Timber Contracts—The 
Tariff Bill in the House. 


* WASHINGTON, D. C., July 3.—The Senate 
Select Committee on Indian Traderships re- 
sumed ite investigation last nigbt into the 
charges of fraud in the letting of timber con- 


tracts in the Chippewa Indian lands in Wis- 
consin. D. L. Mu State Lumber Inspector 
of Chippewa Falls, Wis., was called to the 
stand to testify as to the value of stumpage 
on Indian reservations in that district, one of 
the charges being that the Indians on the 
Chippewa reservation were not paid the full 
value of their timber. Witness during last 
season purchased about 25,000,000 feet 
of timber for other persons on the 
Flambeau River. The average stumpage 
price had been $4 per thousand, or W cents 
more than Agent Gregory had — „ was the 
highest price ever paid any Ch pers Indians 
for stumpage. On cross-examination witness 
sald that his lumber was not cut from the 
Flambeau Reservation, nor from lands imme- 
diately adjacent to it. His lumber did not 
have to be driven so fardown stream as the 
lumber in regard to which the investigation 
was ordered.

Said to Have Been Seventeen Feet Tall and 
to Have Lived 1,000 Years. 


From the Minneapolis Journal. 

Dr. J. K. Kellogg, Physician in Chief of the 
Medical and Surgical Sanitarium of the Advent- 
ists, at Battle Creek ,Mich., lectured last night 
upon the ‘‘Religion of Health’’ to a large au- 


dience. In the course of his talk he said: 

**Doctors have found it necessary at times to 
transfuse blood from one individual to anothe 
to restore vitality. It has been the choice of 
those who have had to pass through 
this process to have the blood 
of a sheep traunstused instead ot 
another person. This shows that man has 
more faith in the health of animals than in 
man, because they follow nature's laws more 
closely. There is less dfsease and death 
among savage nations than there is among the 
civilized. Our intellect and civilization should 
have elevated us in the scale of health, but it 
has worked the contrary result. To show the 
degeneration of the race, Dr. Kellogg com- 
pared the present generution with the priml- 
tive one. He thought Adam must have been 
at least seventeen feet high, and he must have 
been 200 years vid before he was fully devel- 
oped, and he was 1,000 years old when he died. 
Dr. Kellogg attributed Adam's long life to the 
slow development of his strong physica! 
frame. 

„It isa well-known rule, he continued, 
„that life covers a period five times the time 
of development of the physical man, From 
the flood to Abraham's day, the period of life 
dropped from 1,000 years to 175 and from this 
till the time of Moses it decreased to seventy 
years. Whythis great change? One of the 
reasons assigned is the change from vegetable 
to animal food, there being no permission 
to eat animal food before the flood, 
Men took great credit to themselves for 
their sanitation, but God ave Moses 
the best set of sanitary lawg the world hus 
ever had. He desired a pure people, and so 
gave them healthy foodand sanitary regula- 
tions. They were not satisfied with God's 
were and sometimes went among the gentiles 
and atetheir pork. Ifthe principles of these 
laws had been carried out they would have 
been brought back to their primitive condi- 
tion. Although so unfaithfully carried out, 

et the value of theré regulations is still seen 
n the fact that the Jews are the healthiest and 
longest lived per le on the earth.

EX-CONFEDERATES IN BRAZIL, 


; 


How Seme Members of the Southern Army 
Prospered in South America. 


From the Boston Transcript. 

At the end of the war of the rebellion a large 
number of southerners were unwilling to live 
under northern rule, and emigrated to Brazil. 
They were cordially welcomed by the Brazil. 
lan government, and were allowed to pre- 
empt lands on the outskirts of the city of San- 
tarem, which is situated on the River Amazon, 
about four hundred miles from Para. Certain 


other aid was given them, and rations of sub- 
sistence were aiso made them until such time 
as they might reasonably, by occupation and 
cultivation of such lands, the self-sup- 
por ting. 

If these emigrants had been men of energy, 
willing to work and avail themselves ofthe ad- 
vantages offered, all would have gone well 
with them in every respect. Unfortunately, 
just the contrary was the case; the r 
part were idle, dissolute, and worthiess, the 
dregs of the southern army. T went to 
Santarem, where they were co ly wel- 
comed, and everything was done for them, 
both by the authorities and the inhabitants. 
They pre-emted the land, but generaily did 
nothing more, but lived in the city upon the 
rations furnished them or sold them to procure 
money to spend in drunkenness and excesses 
of all kinds. Of course, they soon wore out 
their welcome, and gradually drifted away 
and scattered through the country. 

There were, however, among them some few 
families of a very different stam 
highest respectability, who had been men of 
property and influence in their respective 
states, Lut who had been almost ruined by the 
result of the war. They were men who, 
placed anywhere, would by education, indus- 
try, and energy, have made their way, and 
some brought with them some little money. 
These men received their land, andin some 
cases bought large additional ° ey 
built their houses, laid out their plantations, 
and were then, and have ever since been pros - 
perous and contented. 

Their plantations are on the terra preta, or 
rich, black land, about eight miles south of 
Santarem, although some have bouses in the 
city itself. They are enga in the raising of 
sugar-Cane and cocoa, und in cattle-breeding, 
and also have plantations of India-rubber 
trees, which are now just beginning to yield a 
return. One has a large machinery establish- 
ment in Santarom, where small steamers and 
launches for river traffic are built, and every 
year imports from the United States thousands 
of dollars’ worth of improved machinery. 
Anotner, lately deceased, had a large coopery 
and barrel factory. They, or their descen- 
dunts (for many of the original settlers are 
dead), now own flourishing and uctive 
plantations, cultivated with all ern appli- 
ances, are well-to-do inthe world, and ina 
climate which, for salubrity and loveliness, is 
unsurpassed in the world, are contented and 
happy, and are probably far better off than 
if they had remained in the United States. 
They frequently visit their friends in the Uni. 
States, but, as yet, as far as Lean learn,

The question of the supposed poisoned wines 
of Hyeres, iu connection with which the ar- 
rest of the Count de Villeneuve, the manufact-

ing from Toulon, gives details of the affair, 


obtained from an authoritative source, to the 
following effect: The Hyeres doctors have had 
under treatment since the end of last year 
numerous cases of a curious disease, which 
from certain symptoms, appeared at first to 
be a species of infections colic. One ~~, 
clan, however, Dr. Charles Roux, who had 
taken «reat interest in the strange malady, 
discovered after long and gcareful investiga- 
tion that all the persons attacked were in the 
habit of drinking a particular kind of wine; 
that in women and children the malady had a 
milder form, and that water dri s were 
exempt. Having «ot thus tar Dr. R caused 
a sample of the sus ted wine to be 

by a chemist, Dr. bue, whofound that it 
contained a large proportion of arsenic. - Fur- 
ther samples of wine were submitted to Dr, 
Sambue for examination by the 
police authorities of H 

these also were found 
arsenic. The authorities thereupon took ac- 
tion in the matter. The isonous wine was 
found to be sold by the Count de Villeneuve, a 
wine grower and mannfacturer of Salins, who 
had recently opened offices in Hyeres for the 
sale of his s, and a seizure was made on 
his premises of all the samples found there, 
and also of all ingredients used by him in the 
manutacture of his wines. All these have 
been handed over to Dr. bue for analysis. 


On Monday last the bodies of eleven reons, 
alleged victims of the poison in the unt de 
Villeneuve’s wines, were exhumed in the 


presence of the magistrates, and Drs. Co 
and Sambue are engaged in an examination of 
the intestines with a view to discovering the 
causes of death. Theresultof the examina- 
tion, which will take some time,is awaited 
with interest.

FOUR DAYS OF TERRIBLE AGONY. 


Charles R. Fenimore, Bitten by a New- 
foundiand, Dies of Hydrophob!a. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

New York, July 3.—After suffering for four 
days the most dreadful agony, Oharles R Fen- 
imore, a prominent Democrat and ex-Collec- 
tor of Burlington County, New Jersey, died at 
his residence near Delanco, early yesterday 
morning, of hydrophobia. On the night of 
March $1, Mr. Fenimore wag aroused from his 
slumbers by the sound of dogs fighting in his 
front yards. He stood the racketas long as 
he could and then went down stairs to drive 
the dogs away. One of them, a large 
black Newfoundland stood his 
and showed fight as Mr. Fenimore — — 
but the latter was not in the least alarmed, and 
made a motion to kick the animal. Then ‘with 
aflerce grow! the brute sprang at him and, 
seizing him by the wrist, almost tore the flesh 
from the bone. The wounded man stroye to 
gst away, but the dog knocked him down and 

it him fearfully all alomg the fleshy part of 
the arm and face, inflicting no less than seven- 
teen wounds. By a sudden effort Mr. Feni- 
more broke away and rushed into the house, 
where he fell fainting to the floor. It was at 
least two weeks before he thorouwhly re- 
covered. from the effects of his injuries. 
The shot 


was soon afterward 
bY a neighbor who noticed that. it 
displayed symptoms of rabies and was bit- 
ing and 8 ut Wd al de enti that came in 
its Fenimore, who was 56 
years of age, felt a little nervous over the 
probable consequences of the wounds and 
thought it might be advisable for him to take 
a trip abroad and put himself into Pasteur’s 
hands, but his friends ridiculed the idea. 
Many said there was no positive eviaence that 
the dog was suffering with rabies and ad- 
vised Mr. Fenimore to dismiss the subject 
from his mind, so he said no more about it. 
While out in the harvest fleld on Thursday 
watching the men at work he got caught in a 
shower which drenched him to the skin. He 
went directly home forachange of clothing 
and was seized witha chill. hat night the 
firstsymptoms of hydrophobia were mani- 
tested when he attempted to drink a glass of 
ice water. As soon as the liquid touched his 
lips he was throwninto u convulsion that 
lasted several minutes. Upon recovering he 


realized at once the dreadful char- 
acter of the malady and remarked 
to a member of the family: ‘‘When I 


told you I feared that dog was mad 
— laughed at me, but dng can now see that 

am dying of hydropho 1a. From that hour 
he grew steadily worse. His eyes rolled from 
side toside, the pupils were @Qilated and he 
suffered from intense thirst, but the attempt 
to swallow water always drought on a terribie 
convulsion. Acurrentof air, the slamming 
of a door or any unusual noise had the same 
effect. His mouth was filled witha thick sa- 
liva that almost choked him and ‘at times he 
became so violent & was impossible to 
keep him in bed, and the members of his fam- 
lly were afraid to venture near him. The end 
came last night, An attendant had just handed 
him a glass oficed tea, but before he could 
swallow ithe was taken with a frightful con- 
vuision in which he died. Dr. A. W. Taylor 
of Beverly, who was in attendance upon the 
patient, suid that it was clearly a case of hy- 
drophobia.

‘*‘Why,I was never more surprised at any- 
thing in my life than when I read Lyons’ 
childish effort. He reminds me of 
a schoolboy who goes home cry 
ing because his teacher walloped him for not 
knowing bis lessons. I tell you as a matter of 

‘fact that because of Lyons’ inexperience in 
base ball I have taken agood deal more interest 
in bim than I have in the majority of ball play- 
ers under my charge. Like most young play- 
ers he is anxious to read about himself making 
base hits, no matter whether they were needed 
or not. I have talked to him about 
the necessity of playing bali to win and to throw 
his base-hit craze to the dogs. I have done 
everything to encourage him, have reasoned 
with him and sbowed him the practical re- 
sults of the system pursued by me for the past 
six years inthe management of my men. I 
want him to ‘‘sacrifice’’ wherever he has the 
chance and advance men on bases, but up to 
date he has persistently refused to do it. As 
for any attempt to browbeat him, 


or keep him back in any way, there has been 
nothing of the kind done. n the contrary, I 
let Fred Mann go purposely to push Lyons to 
the front, and gave him all earthly show to 
make a winning ball player out of himself. 
He came to St. Louis out of an amateur nine 
plaving around Philadelphia, and has, instead 
ot whining about his hard lot, as he is pleased 
to call it, plenty of reason to thank his stars 
that he is a member of a win- 
ning team. Let him carry out his 
threat of going home to his father. I hardly 
think the Browns will disband or fall to the 
rear in the race if Lyons goes home. He knows 
the consequences if he jumps his contract. 
There are plenty of first-class ball piayers now 
out of a job anxious and willing to play in the 
outfield of the Browns. Whena Dall player 
— 1 a contract to play with us he does so 
with the understanding that he is to play ball 
to win at all times, obey the rules of the club, 
follow out the instructions given him. If he 
has any better system than the one laid down 


for his guidance, we will receive it with 82 
arms and adopt it instanter. he 
trouble with Lyons is, he has fallen 


under the delusion that the team cannot pos- 
sibly exist without him, and that whatever he 
does is O. K. and of course should go. This 
idea is only a slight mistake, that’s all, I 
never coax a man to play ball. If he has not 
sense enough to do as he is told he had 
better quit the business. If, after 
having done what he is instructed to 
do and that fails, the responsibility of the 
blame falls on my shoulders and I'll take the 
consequences. The only thing I regret in the 
Lyons outbreak is that the young man has 
been so sorely tried under the bantering of 
any of his fellow-players. It is asad sight in 
this world to see a young man calling for 
Soe interference after he started out in 
ife to battle against its stern realities. He 
should be self-reliant, ight his own battles, 
say nothing, saw wood, and in this in- 
stance play bail for all that’s in him, 
and not do as Jim Blaine did four years ago, 
get knocked out on the ventilation of his 
rievances through “the publication of his 
etters. Lyons should burn all his letters 
before sending them, especially when he un- 
justly and childishly talks of ill treatment, in 
a club where he has been made a lion of. 
President Von der Ahe was very indignant 
when he read of Lyons’ infantile screed. 
He said that in all his experience in base ball 
he bad never beard a player speak of ill- 
treatment by Capt. Comiskey. ‘‘Go asx 
Welch, Gleason, Caruthers, Foutz and 
Bushong what they think of Comiskey’s man- 
agement, and whether or notthey would not 
be glad atany time to play ball again under 
him. If Lyons wants sympathy he is going 
about it the wrong way to get it. 

While there may be a great deal of sense in 
what Comiskey says, the Captain no doubt 
really did draw the lines too tightly on the 
young man. At all events, Comiskey should 
see that any process of scolding young players 
in the club should be confined to himself and 
not extend to the other older members ofthe 
team. The discipline to Lyons could be par- 
tially diverted to some of the older and heav- 
ler players on the club with much profit.

A TALK WITH JOHN KELLY. 


He Gives His Views on Other Umpires and 
Their Duties. 


John Kelly, the new National Le-gue um- 
pire, in an interview the other day expressed 
himself as follows: 

‘*The principal thing is quickness of de- 
cision andifaman hasthat he can be defi- 
cient in other respects. Whenever you see 
an umpire hesitate for several minutes before 


making a decision you can set it down that 
he will prove a failure. A decision should 
be made the instant a play is accomplished. 
How many umpires do you see who wait for 
the crowd to make a decision for them?’’ 

VW hom do you regard as the best umpire in 
the business to day?’’ asked the reporter. 

„ Gaflney, was the answer. ‘‘He takes the 
best care of himself on and off the field and is 
remarkably quick and accurate, beingin ad- 
dition possessed of abundance of determina- 
tion.’’ 

„Does the character of 
much effect on the umpire?’’ 

Not when he isthe right sort of one. I 
never pay the slightest attention to the spec- 
tators, but devote my whole time to the 
game. As a general thing a crowd is very 
Juick to discover whether the umpire can 
be influenced or not, and his work regulates 
their actions. It isan easy matter to get along 
without kicking from the players. I never 
bad trouble with any ofthem more than two 
or three times in my lite. 

‘*What city has the worst crowds?’’ 

A few years ago the bieaching-boards at 
the Baltimore park used to hold the toughest 
lot, but the 25-cent gang at Cincinnati was not 
to be sneezed at. This season, however, 
there seems to be a decided improvement. In 
New York and Brooklyn the attendance is 
made up largely of transient visitors, who do 
not care which club wins, and, of course, they 
are not prejudiced.’’
